OTTAWA, (CP) = Canada and 
the United States will consider 
jointly proposals for the develop-

Under consideration both here 
and in Washington, the project in- 
| volves the improvement of water 
facilities on the boundary and their 
use for‘ large-scale irrigation pur- 
poses. Details of the proposals have 
not been made available. 

Some United States officials in 
the west have initiated the plan, 
it was understood, but since streams 
and lakes on both sides of the Can- 
ada-U.S. border are involved, the 
matter calls for international neg- 
otiation, 

First step will be a preliminary 
survey by experts of both countries 
into the feasibility and the de- 
sirability of the irrigation plan. 
After that, if it is considered worth 
going further, it will probably move 
into the hands of the international 
joint waterways commission, 

One aspect regarded as import- 
ant by Ottawa is that of safe- 
guarding existing irrigation projects 
in the area involved, since there 
might be some possibility of their 
suffering damage or loss through 
a single over-riding water system in 
that area.

Labor Maintains 
British Popularity

LONDON, (CP)—Conservative and 
, Liberal speakers win rounds of ap- 
plause at party gatherings by sug- 
gesting the Labor party eventually 
will explode, with its radicals going 
towards Communism and its moder- 
ates entering the older parties, 


Labor men say this is just funny. 
They agree the government includes 
a wide range of opinion but add 
that Prime Minister Attlee and his 
cabinet colleagues have kept it united 
far better than enemies—and some 
friends—believed possible a year ago. 


Coming events, such as increased 
tension over relations with Russia 
or intervention in Spain, may cause 
® split over foreign policy but at 
home there appears no immediate 
major threat to Labor unity, 

Holds Strength 

Labor is riding high. Byelection 
victories indicate its 1945 election 
popularity has not waned seriously 
as it proceeds with its program of 
nationalization, maintaining with it 
old parliamentary traditions beloved 
of the British people. 

In its present most vulnerable 
policy—foreign affairs—it knows it 
has the general support of Conserva- 
tives and Liberals in the commons; 
and it has sufficient votes in its own 
ranks to carry through domestic 
legislation which the older parties 
oppose, 

Conservative strategy, realistically 
planned by veterans in political af- 
fairs, does not anticipate an early 
Labor collapse in spite of public 
impatience over continued rationing, 
lack of houses, and other post-war 
irritations. But Conservative plan- 
ners count on a growing resentment 
against controls, regulations and re- 
strictions which the government 
must retain or impose in develop- 
ment of its socialization program. 

Would Co-operate 

Relations among the major parties 
demonstrate if an emergency devel- 
oped, such as war, most of the Con- 
servatives and Labor representatives 
would co-operate just as readily in 
a coalition government under Mr. 
Attlee as they did under Winston 
Churchill. 

The Liberal party, which might 
hope to gain discontented members 
of the Conservative and Labor par- 
ties, has no. enjoyed any sudden 
rush of enthusiasm and in spite of 
vigorous organization and evidences 
of new spirit is not considered a 
threat to the present established 
order, 


Albania Protests 
On Minesweeping 


BELGRADE, (Reuters) — Albania 
Thursday called on the United Na- 
tions to order the withdrawal of 
British warships and minesweepers 
“from our ports and territorial wa- 
ters,” the Yugoslav news agency re- 
ported from Tirana, the Albanian 
Capital, 

This new protest was in a cable to 
Trygve Lie, U.N, secretary-general, 
from Col.-Gen, Enver Hoxha, Al- 
banian premier, and followed Wed- 
nesday’s demand for a U.N, commis-

Forbidding weather and darkness 
caused suspension of the hunt late) 
Wednesday for the plane, which| 
lost communication within three | 
minutes of its destination, Lockheed | 
air terminal here. 

Ten planes were ordered into the 
air search Thursday, in addition to 
ground posses equipped with walkie- 
talkie radio sets, and a motor fleet 
including a “weasel,” amphibious 
war vehicle, carrying medical sup- 
plies, food stretchers and other 
gear.

The plane, carrying a crew of 
three, was last heard from at 3:37 
a.m. when Chief Pilot Garrel J 
Miller radioed the air terminal 
tower for permission to land, The 
plane was en route from Salt Lake 
City and had stopped at Las Vegas, 
Nev, The permission was granted, 
but nothing further was heard.

City council will 
hold a special meeting at 4:30 p.m, 
Thursday to discuss the move, 

It is contended by flying interests 
here that commercial aviation out 
of Edmonton will suffer through 
ending traffic control service. Ottawa 
has replie. that present air traffic 
into the north does not warrant the 
costly control system of communi- 
cation between northern bases by 
telephone. 

Ending the service will involve 
two airway traffic control officers 
in Edmonton but will not mean 
moves for any airport workers along 
the northern route, it was reported, 

Continue Some Service 

Radio ranges, meteorological serve 
ice and air-to-ground communicae 
tions will be continued, Ottawa has 
stated these safety precautions meet 
}all international requirements for 
| flying in the north, 
| ‘The service which will end Thurs- 


| day midnight was provided by the 
department of transport and per-

Retain Radio

| service which was handled by the

| airway control it was necessary for

‘Will Seek Change 
In Narcotics Act 


VICTORIA, (CP)—In an effort to 
combat drug addiction in British | 
Columbia, Attorney-General Wismer 
| disclosed Wednesday his intention

The strong- 
er the objection to this particular plan, the 
more likely the alternatives will be thorough- 
ly examined as to their revenue-producing 
possibilities.

LONDON, (CP)—One of the big- | 
gest queues in a land noteworthy 
for its lineups ts that of would-be 
travellers abroad. 

New airlines and the derequisi- 
tioning of passenger ships nothwith- 
standing, leaving Britain is one of | 
the hardest things a Briton can 


attempt. 

Tt will be well into 1947 before 
travel conditions begin to approach 
pre-war normal. On most sea routes | 
only 15 percent of berths now are 
reserved for government-sponsored 
travellers but a business priority still 
is the only key to quick passage. 

“You can get abroad easier in a 
foreign ship than in a_ British 
vessel,” said one travel agent; but 
not many of ‘hose ships are avail- 
able. 

“Unless you get a letter of prior- 
ity I don't think you can get to 
the Americas in less than six 
months,” said another shipping ex- 
pert. “Perhaps by January” was the 
verdict for India; “not until the 
latter part of next year” for New 
Zealand. 

These are sample comments by 
shipping companies: 

Canadian Pacific Steamships— 
“We have about 3,000 on our wait- 
ing list for Canada. Not one of 
our passenger ships is back in ser- 
vice. Perhaps we shall have one 
next summer.” 

Orient line—“We have about 20- 
000 on our waiting list. It will be 
nine months at least before we can 
take you.” 

Cunard White Star—“It will be 
a long time before you can get 
to America—January or February at 
the earliest.” 

Non-priority air passengers who 
want to go *o the United States, 
Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa or South America are being | 
delayed up to six months. Trans- 
Canada Airlines has no space for 
ordinary travellers before February.
